Jesse Tingstrom, former tango in- 
structor of this city, occupies a ce!l 
at the city jail, with a bullet hole in 
his right arm and a gaping cavity, 
in his chest as the result of a 
tol battle which occurred iu the 
densely wooded hills east of Grand 
Canyon park at at early hour yester- 
day morning when Sandy Gadberry, 
the irate father of Sandelle Gadber- 
ry, 16 years of age, found his daugh- 
ter in the possession of the Lochin- 
var. 

Although police had been scouring 
the bay cities for the young girl 
since Thursday evening it was not 
until yesterday morning that Gadber- 
Try was notified of his daughters’ 
whereabouts. Crazed at the thought 
of Tingstrom, who is twenty-three 
years of age, having taken his 
daughter to a lonely cabin inthe 
hills, Gadberry armed himself with 
a Colt revolver and started out to 
seek revenge at any. cost. Chief

_the spring as soon as the soil has 
dried so that a handful when grasp- 
‘ed in the hand and gripped by the 
fingers will slowly fall aport upon 
being released, it is in a fit of me- 
‘chanical condition to prepare for 
planting.

When the soil is found dry, as 
‘described above, the upper. three 
inches should be made fine by the 
use of the hoe and steel-tooth rake; 
all rubbish, stones, and clods should 
be removed and the surface made ev- 
en, somewhat compact, and as level 
as, the contour of the area will per- 
mit. It may then be marked off for 
planting in conformity to the general 
plan of the garden. 

Much of the soil in the average 
back yard is not only ‘poor in plant 
food and deficient in decaying veg- 
‘etable' matter, but it is hard and 
unyielding.

Take all of the pulp of the orange 
‘including the seeds. Add to it twice 
its volume of water and boil it until 
the pulp falls to pieces. Strain the 
mixture through a cotton or canton 
flannel jelly bag and add to the 
‘strained juice twice as much sugar 
j bY weight as there was original fruit 
‘pulp. Boil down a bhte mixture until 
reaches the “‘jell point.” Put 
jaebdle boiling hot into clean gilasses 
[and seal the same is is the practice 
| with other jellies. 

The chemists recommend the fol- 
lowing test as a simple one to de- 


termine when fruit syrup has reach-| 


ed the “jell point:’’ ‘Make a thin, 
flat stick or small paddle, about ain 
inch broad, and whittle this down to 
a straight edge. Dip the paddle or 
stick into the jelly mixture and re- 
move it. Hold the end down, and if 
the mixture has reached the jelly-

The sour orange has been used 
extensively as a stock on which to 
graft the commercial citrus fruits. It 


was introduced into the Gulf States |, 


by the Spanish colonists for this 
purpose and during the intervening 
vears has spread considerably by 
natural seedling, as it is a very vig- 
orous tree and grows particularly 
well in low moist gnound. There is 
a considerable quantity of fruit 
from these trees which has hitherto 
been of little or no use and the 
chemists believe that the publication 
of the process for converting the 
fruit into jelly will enable owners 
of sour orange trees to do some prof- 
itable preserving and possibly may

FASTINGS AND 
FEASTINGS PROPER 
AND IMPROPER 


“When Ye Fast, Be Not Hypo- 
Critical,” 


Right and Wrong Views of Fasting. 
The Bible’s Teaching—The Spirit of 
Fasting—Spiritual Feasting at the 
Same Time—Hygienic Value of Fast- 
ing—Spiritual Advantages. 


Nashville, Tenn., 
March 14. — Pas 
tor Russell gave 
two addresses 
here today. We 
report the one 
on Fastings and 
Feastings, from 
the text, “When 
ye fast, be not of 
a sad counte- 
nance.” — Mat- 
thew 6:16. . 

The _ discourse 
began with a dis- 
cussion of the Lenten season. Al- 
though not of Divine command, the 
custom appeals to many. Like every 
good thing. it is misunderstood and 
Perverted by the majority, because not 
spiritually minded. To many of these 
it is a command, the neglect of which 
would bring upon them the disappro- 
bation of friends, and the observance 
of which would bring them some DIt- 
vine favor or some relaxation from 
proper punishment for their sins—they 
know not what. Of such perfunctory 
fasting, displeasing to God and value- 
less to the individual—hypocritical 
fasting—the speaker gave an illustra- 
tion. An acquaintance who professed 
to observe Lent, was instructed to 
drink but one cup of coffee daily dur- 
ing the fst, and compromised with 
his conscience by drinking his usual 
amount of coffee from a bowl! 

Nothing is more contemptible in 
God's sight than a hypocrite, the Pas- 
tor declared. Honesty is the one qual- 
{ty which all pleasing to God must 
possess, no matter how weak and 
fallen by heredity. Jesus condemned 
hypocrisy more than any other sin. 

Although nothing in the Bible sug- 
gests a Lenten season, the Apostles 
commend fasting. St. Paul wrote, “Ap- 
proving ourselves in fastings,” and “in 
fastings often.” Evidently fasting is 
in the nature of self-sacrifice—not a 
thing commanded, but a voluntary of- 
fering of the soul to God, with a view to 
greater efficiency in God’s service or to 
greater control over our bodies in the 
interests of our spiritual New Nature. 

Appropriate Lenten Thoughts. 

The Pastor then pointed out the 
practical value of fasting during Lent. 
On hygienic grounds alone it is of 
great advantage, particularly to the 
well fed, to refrain from eating as lib- 
er:lly of meats. sweets, pastry, etc.. 
as they were inclined to eat during the 
colier weather. Boils. pimples, liver 
derangements, fevers and doctor bills 
would be grently lessened as a result. 

Next the speaker discussed the spirit- 
ual side of the question. He showed 
that the Christian may advantageous- 
ly take a much deeper spiritual mean- 
ing out of Lent. He may recall the 
Savior’s experiences during the forty 
days preceding His crucifixion. He 
may remember that just before His 
crucifixion Jesus instituted the Lord’s 
Supper and indicated that date as the 
proper one for its annual commemora- 
tion au. '::t His followers, as was 
the custom in the early Church. He 
may remember sympathetically the 
Redeemer's trials at this season, and 
reflect that ull Jesus’ followers cove- 
nant to share Lis Cup of suffering, ig- 
nominy. misunderstanding. misrepre- 
Sentation. slander. abuse and death; 
and that from the very first this season 
s€ems to have been a time of special 
trial amongst Jesus followers. 

These considerations might well 
move God's people to the observance 


| of a fast duriug the period preceding 


the anniversary of their Redeemer’s 
death. In so doing. from a desire to 
draw near to God. they would certain- 
ly contribute 2 share toward that end. 

A study of the Prophet Daniel's fast 
gives valuable hints as to proper fast- 
ing. He confined himself strictly to 
the things which his system absolute-
